Applicant's election of Group II, claims 7-9 in the reply filed on February 14, 2005 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 7-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 7 and 8 
and claim 9 that depends form claim 7 are dependent upon withdrawn base Claim 1 
which was not elected. It is suggested that the applicants rewrite Claim 7 to include the 
limitations of the withdrawn base claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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Nishikawa et al (USP 5,276,132) discloses a liquid crystal aligning agent and 
aligning agent applied liquid crystal display device, wherein the liquid crystal aligning 
agent contains a polymer selected from the group consisting of a polyamic acid having 
steroidal skeleton and an imidized product thereof that anticipates the claimed 
invention.
